AN ENGLISH COMPANY 
TO SUPPLY TRAGTORS 


Factory to be Established in Canada 
With a View to Securing 
the Trade 


Two more English manufacturing 
companies are establisiing important 
branches in Canada, Henry Hope and 
Sons, Limited, of Birmingham, makers 
of steel window sashes, etc., and 
Marshall, Sons and Company, Limited, 
of Gainsborough, engineers and boiler- 
makers. These are two additions to a 
small list of English houses with 
branches here, as compared with 
hundreds of United States companies 
with sales offices, warehouses, or fac- 
tories in the Dominion. Both firms are 
incorporating Canadian companies to 
handle their business in .his country. 
Messrs. Henry Hope end Sons, of 
Canada, Limited, with capital of 
$240,000 and head office in Toronto, 
has been incorporated with a Dominion 
charter. Messrs. Marshall, Sons and 
Company are obtaining a. Canadian 
charter, and will establish a branch 
in Saskatchewan. The capital of this 
subsidiary company’ will be about 
$200,000. This company will seek to 
obtain a larger share of the market 
in Western Canada for tractors, which 
it manufactures largely. Ths company 
manufactures horizontal engines up to 
2,000 horsepower; Cornish, Lancashire, 
locomotive, vertical boilers, etc.; un- 
dertype engines, simple and com- 
pound; vertical engines, simple and 
compound; portable and semi-portable 
engines; traction engines, road rol- 
lers; steam and oil tractors; threshing 
machinery for all countries; grinding 
mills; sawing machinery; oil engines. 


Galgary’s Story 
of Great Progress 


According to the Calgary Standard 
over 4,000 new. consumers were taken 


during 1912. In the twelve months 
the consumption of current increased 
from $264,731.91 to $470,657.28, not- 
withstanding reductions in _ price. 
Bank clearings increased from $218,- 
681,921 to $275,492,303; inland revenue 
from $479,697 to $662,685, and city 
assessment from $111,000,000 to some- 
toing over $130,000,000. During the 
year the city laid 68 miles of streets 
as against 33 miles in 1911; 48 miles 
of water mains as against 40 miles 
in 1911; and 20 miles of pavement as 
against 12 miles in 1911. Twenty- 
eight miles of curb and gutter and 40 
miles of cement sidewalk were laid 
in 1912, and 2,877 houses were con- 
nected with the city wateryorks sys- 
tem. The outlook for 1913 is even 
more encouraging. A number of in- 
dustries which have been included in 
the building figures are not yet em- 
ployers of labor to any great extent, 
but will be before the year is over. 
General Superintendent Price, of the 
C.P.R., stated on the last day of the 
old year, that 1,500 men would be 
employed in the company’s shops 
within a few months. The Riverside 
Lumber Co. are building a large wood- 
working factory which. will increase 
their pay-roll in and tributary to 
Calgary, to over 1,000 men. The 
Tregillus Clay Product Co., is an- 
other large industrial plant which is 
just getting nicely under way. The 
Pioneer Tractor Co. expects to be em- 
ploying 500 men before mid-summer, 
The O.N.R. and G.T.P. will both be- 
come extensive employers of labor in 
Calgary this year.

SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 


WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


ANY person who is'the sole head of a 

family, or any male over 18 years eld, 
may homestead a quarter section of avail- 
able Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the nearest 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub-agency 
for the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any agency, on certain condi- 
tions by father, mothér, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending homesteader 


Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A» homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his enelatan’ ona 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or his father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister. 


In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt_a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 


Duties-—Must reside npon the hotne- 
stead or pre-emption six months in each 
of six years from the date of homestead ~ 
entry (including the time required to 
earn homestead patent) and cultivate 
fifty acres extra. 


A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may enter for a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts.. Price $3.00

VARICOSE VEINS. 


Their Causes and Effects and the 
Treatment They Require. 


A varicose vein is av enlarged and |

twisted vein, generully in the leg. 
caused by stagnation of the blood 


Often the patient bas a hereditary pre- | 


disposition to varicose veins or be bas 
& weak heart, with a consequent tend- 
ency to sluggish venous circulation. 

Anything that interferes with the 
flow of blood through the veins may 
bring on an attack. Pressure from a 
tight garter and very severe muscular 
exertion fre often exciting causes. Per 
sons who are obliged to stand for sev- 
eral hours at a time, like policemen, 
washerwomen and saleswowen, are of- 
ten subject to this trouble. Under or- 
dinary conditions the blood in the legs 
must run up hill constantly in order to 
regain the heart. In the case of thuse 
who stand most of the day the blood 
bas. to work hard hour after hour ip 
order to overcome the force of gravity, 
and as a result the veins gradually en- 
large and harden. 

In mild cases of varicose veins, espe- 
cially in young and otherwise healthy 
people, the symptoms are very slight. 
There is a feeling of weight in the leg 
and a dull ache toward the end of the 
day. The ache is soon relieved by the 
patient's resting with the leg somewhat 
raised so that the blood can flow back 
more easily. Sometimes painful cramps 
complicate the trouble, and the cramp 
is likely to return again and again until 
life becomes a burden. 

More serious complications are throm- 
bosis (or the clotting of the blood in 
the vein) and phlebitis (or inflamma- 
tion of a vein). Often a form of ec- 
zema appears in the skin of the leg, or 
an ulcer may arise. When varicose 
veins are very troublesome surgical 
treatment is advisable, but the milder 
cases can be much relieved by rest and 
proper bandaging.—Youth’s Companivn.

For cherry shorte.ke make a sof? 
Gough by mixing tozether two cupfuls 
of flour sifted with a heaping teaspoon 
ful of baking powder, a teaspoonful of 
ealt and half a cug ful of pater eal 
which may be half each of butter 
lard or bacon fat. Add two tablespoon 
fuls of sugar and mix with a’ well 
beaten egg. Add eneugh milk to mak¢ 
the dough of the -right consistency, 
Roll out in two layess and bake in thd 
same pan with fle-ks of butter be 
tween. 

When baked the two layers will sep. 
arate easily. The cherry filling should 
be in readiness to spread between the 
shortcake and on top. Large, ripe 
cherries are pitted aad crushed slightly 
in a bow! with sugar. Taste the juice 
to tell if it is sweet enough. Prepare 
the cherries some time ahvad and you 
will find them much nicer. Serve with 
or without whipped cream. 


Frozen Fruits. 
Combination of fruit flavors will 


| often bring about cooling and delicioug - 


results, Peaches and plums combine 
perfectly and frozen in a sugar sirup 
yield a most delightful sweet. Boil 
one quart of water witb one pound of 
sugar until they form a rich sirup, 
then strain and stand aside until cold. 
Pare twelve fine ripe peaches and 
chop fine with a silver knife. Scald 
one pint: of plums, remove the skins 
and the stones, mash the pulp and add 
to the peaches. Crack the pita to re 
move the kernels, blanch and pound 
Add the fruit and the mashed kernels 
to the sirup. Let it stand for thirty 
minutes and then freeze. 


Biackberry Jam Cake. 

Rub to a cream half a cupful of but- 
ter and then gradually add one cupful 
of sugar, the beaten yolks of three 
eggs and the whites of two, reserving 
the third white for frosting. Take half 
a cupful of thin cream or milk, a level 
teaspoonful each of cinnamon, allspice 
and two scant cupfuls of flour, and 
last of all stir in one cupful of black- 
berry jam or preserves. Bake in mod. 
erately hot oven for about three-quar 
ters of an hour. This makes a nice 
pudding if eaten as soon as baked and 
a currant jelly or lemon sauce is serv- 
ed with it 


Gold and Silver Omelet. 

Gave ready as many eggs as there 
are people to be served. Separate the 
yolks from the whites and beat each 
thoroughly, then add to each a dash of 
salt and pepper or paprika and a little 
milk. Pour both egg mixtures simul 
taneously into the pan, letting the 
white omelet cover one-half of the bot. 
tom and the gold omelet the other halt 
Cook them gently unti! firm through- 
out, taking care that they do not burn. 
Then fold the white or silver one over 
on to the other and serve immediately. 


Souffle Glace. 

Half a pint of cream, one table 
spuonful of grated lemon rind, four 
eggs, balf a pound of sugar, half a 
gill of wine, one tablespoonful of tem- 
on juice and a pinch of salt. Mix the 
yolks of the eggs, lemon juice, lemon 
cind. sugar and salt.

The Scientific Farming of the Woodlot 

“There is no part of the farm which 
will give bigger returna for so little 
expenditure of time and labor as the 
woodlot.”’ This statement in the 
July number of the Canadian Forest- 
ry Journal, |. made by Mr. B. R. 
Morton, B. Sc. F., the silvical expert 
who is engaged by the Forestry 
Branch at Ottawa to demonstrate to 
the woodland owners of eastern Can- 
ada just how these bigger returns may 
be achieved. But If it is not possi- 
ble to obtain such expert advice, there 
are yet three ways in which the farm- 
er, by the exercise of ordinary com- 
mon sense, can vastly improve the 
composition, production and reproduc: 
tion of his woodlot. 

The first thing necessar; is to im- 
prove the character of the crop, 
which can be done by cutting down) 
and using for fire-wood all diseased 
and deformed trees, as well as such 
species whose presence in the wood- 
lot is not desirable. Only too fre- 
quently is the method of cutting ex- 
actly the reverse. The best trees are 
cut, often for purposes for which an 
inferlor wood would serve, and the 
poorer species are left seed-in the cut- 
over areas and to gradually crowd out 
the better varieties, Before cutting, 
the farmer should consider first the 


} Use to which the wood is to be put, 


and second; the species-composition of 
the woodlot which is most desirable. 
Firewood probably yields the best 
returns for a small acreage and for

When the most suitable species have 
been selected and the weed-trees re- 
moved, the woodlot must then be thin- 
ned until the crowns of tlie best-form- 
ed remaining trees are seen to barely 
touch; An acre can only produce a 
given amount of wood each year and 
the fewer trees there are to share 
this yearly increment, and yet fully 
utilize the crown space, the more rap- 
id will be the growth of these trees. 

The third requisite in the scientific 
farming of the woodlot, is thac the 
cattle be kept out, especially after 
heavy cutting, when reproduction is 
most desired. Cattle are just as in- 
jurious to a young crop of tree-seed- 
lings as they are to a young crop of 
grain. ‘They may indeed. eat the 
grass in the woodlot, but they would 
just as soon, if not sooner, eat the 
young and tender hardwood shoots, 
and the same can be said of sheep.. 
Even coniferous seedlings are not im- 


J mune so that certainty in reproduction 


is only assured by fencing off the cut- 
over areas.. Dr. Fernow predicts that 
“There will be a time when the wood- 
lot will sell the farm or will be a ne- 
cessary part of the farm to make it 
valuable. In the seasons when his 
other work slackens the farmer could 
very easily imprcve his woodlot in an- 
ticipation of this tim» of increased 
wood values.
